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While New England poultry~ 
men pioneered in broiler pro- 
duction and research, Georgia 
has forged ahead of all in pro- 
duction. The broiler market is 
nationwide, and broilers from 
any given area can be sold on a 
national scale, thanks to rapid 
transportation, good  refriger- 
ation, and newly developed 
sanitary processes, writes Eve- 
rett H. Smith in ‘The Christian 
Science Monitor.’ 

Meanwhile the use of broiler 
meat has shown a steady rise. 
Prior to 1940 the consumption 
of poultry meat was confined 
chiefly to fowl, capon, and roast~ 
ing chicken. Today, while Amer- 
icans eat an average of 9.4 
pounds of fowl per person an~- 
nually, broiler meat has in- 
creased in use from practically 
nil to 13.3 pounds per person 
annually—all within about 20 
years. 

A large part’ of this steadily 
increasing consumption of broil~ 
er meat is credited to a natural 
partnership that has sprung up 
between the producers and the 
chicken barbecues which have 
become so popular. Hundreds of 
thousands of persons have found 
barbecued chicken, flavored with 
gravy, stuffing and spices to be 
something entirely new—and 
delicious! They like, also, the 
the mingled aroma of wood 
hovering lazily over pit and 
pan, and of brown-crusted meat 
oozing with spicy goodness. | 

With the trend toward more 
gracious outdoor living, these 
family organizational, and com- 
munity chicken barbecues have 
steadily increased. Sales of out-

_cue equipment have skyrocked 
during the past two years.

The pig was for sale or bar- 
ter in the teeming market at 
Barcelos, the most famous mar- 
ret in north Portugal. Its wares 
mirror the 18th century pattern 
‘of Arcadian life in the rich

The market covers a quarter 
of an acre on the Campo de 
Fira. Ggy with flower patches, 
the Saal square has a Gothic 
‘ountain in the middle, and the 

_ entire eastern side is filled by 
the pink facade of the old Capu- 
chin monastery. 


The church front rising in the 
tenter with a baroque flourish 
makes a picturesque backdrop 
to the busy market scene. 


At the fountain a ballad (or 
flada) singer and his woman 
sing songs and peddle the words 
pn sheets of paper to men and 
doys. One imagined groups sit- 
ting under the grapevines in 
the openair cafes in the twi- 
light singing the songs. The 
chorus would be bass chords, 
since Portuguese women rarely 
join their men in these cafes. 


The breeze flutters the long 
streamers of oxhide hanging 
from tree branches. Women fee] 
these apprasingly between 
thumb and forefinger before 
buying, as women in cities fin- 
ger velvet or silk. Other wo- 
men walk hither and thither with 
burdens on their heads — here 
a bundle of hay, a basket of 
fish, small peeping chickens, 
with their beaks sticking up all 
round the basket, a tall water 
pitcher, a basket of eggs. 


On the avenue of the 
tables, men and women squat 
on the ground beside small 
mounds of oranges, lemons, po- 
‘tatoes, yellow beans in crocks, 
baskets of young rabbits, chic- 
kens and eggs. Among all the 
noise and bustle a dark-haired 
baby sleeps in a flat straw bas- 
ket. 


In the pottery section great 

red earthenware pitchers, cas- 
seroles, and other cogking uten- 
sils are sold for a few escudos. 
English visitors are astounded 
at the low cost of these pots. 
Their surprise is sometimes mis- 
yaken by the sellers who think 
the price is too high. In this 
tase they give a proud shrug of 
the shoulders. There is no bar- 
gaining here. 
That is the price, have it or 
not, as you wish. But the price 
was reduced, I noticed, when 
a needy peasant woman show- 
ed a few escudos in a grubby 
palm, writes Melita Knowles 
in The Christian Science Moni- 
tor.

Electric Fans For 
Contented Cattle 


The United States Department 
of Agriculture has great news 
for steers and makers of electric 
fans. 

It was found that there is noth- 
ing like a fan to put beef on con- 
tented Herefords. It appears 
that the cooler they stay, the 
bigger they get. 

This was the finding of a re- 
cent Agriculture Department ex- 
periment in California’s hot Im- 
perial Valley in which.it was dis- 
covered that beef cattle cooled 
by a 42-inch electric fan for 70 
days gained 2.32 pounds a day 
per steer — over a pound more 
than unfanned Herefords could 
manage even in a day of furious 
cud chewing. 

Not only that, but the fanned 


cattle seven of them alto- 
gether — ate less: only. 924 
pounds of feed for each 100 


pounds of weight gained. The 
seven unfanned Herefords had 
to munch 1,330 pounds of hay 
and such to gain that much, 
Fanning is considered without 
a doubt the best thing yet found 


by experts who are looking for.

If put. into wide use, fans 


might weH usher in a new com. 
fort for cattle and a beefed-up 
prosperity for the cattle industry.

Rate of Reading 


You are reading this article 
—but have you any idea at 
what speed? Are you a fast or 
a slow reader? 


If you are one of the millions 
of people who can read and di- 
gest printed words very quickly, 
you'll be intersted in a new gad- 
get called a tachistoscope which 
is now in daily use in 300 col- 
leges and universities in the 
United States. 


It’s a little screen which slides 
down over the printed page at 
a set speed, compelling the 
reader to keep pace with it. 
As the reader becomes more ef- 
ficient, the screen's sjpeed is in- 
creased, 

Some of the students now 
taking course in quick and ac- 
curate reading find they can 
read as many as 1,800 words a 
minute. That's good going. Com- 
pare it with the speed of. 450 
words a minute which experts 
declared in 1946 was a pretty 
good working average for an 
educated person. 

What happens when you read? 
The eye moves along the lines 
of print in a series of jumps 
and pauses. Nothing is taken in 
while the eye is in movement, 
and only during the short pauses 
are words recognized, 

Average pause f a good 
reader is one-fifth a second 
—of a poor reader, about. one- 
third of a second. So, in ten 
minutes’reading, the good reader 
is a long way ahead of the poor 
reader, Some people recognize 
as many as four words in one 
pause, while others are limited 
to one or even part of a word. 

FOOT-NOTE: Greatest read- 
ing speed ever achieved was that 
of a Victorian student of liter- 
ature who proved he could read 
and remember fifty words a 
second, He sometimes read six 
novels a day.

What Became of Mussolini’s Millions? 


When Mussolini, on the run, 
was planning his northward 
flight he drew a thousand mil- 
lion lire, then worth about $6,- 
000,000, from the bank at Milan. 
He also took with him, according 
to the Italian press, treasure 
which included over a hundred- 
weight of gold, sixteen million 
French francs, 200,000 Swiss 
francs, an unspecified amount in 
pounds sterling, both paper and 
gold, plus dollars, Spanish pes- 
etas and Portuguese escudos. 

The gold was not only in bars 
and pieces but scrap, some com- 
prising gifts made by the Ital- 
ians to the state treasury, inclu- 
ding rings ard all kinds of jewel- 
lery. 

What happened to this vast 
treasure which was stored in the 
cars, of the column held up by 
partisans first at Musso and Don- 
go, then at the Ponte del Passo? 
What became of important docu- 
ments and other materials which 
feverishly prepared 


fore any war-crimes tribunal he 
might have to face? All com- 
pletely vanished. Their where- 
abouts is still a mystery. 

Roman Dombrowski in “Mus- 
solini: Twilight and Fall” says 
that Mussolini shared out part 
Of the cash among his Fascist 
companions. “Heiize,’ the par- 
tisan who wrote an accoulit of 
those dramatic last days before 
he, too, vanishéd, stated that the 
partisans found 18 million Swiss 
francs in Liverani’s car, 36 mil- 
lion lire in Bombacci’s, and 35 
kilogrammes of bar gold’in the 
possession of the alleged “Span- 
ish ambassador,” who could not 
speak Spanish and was thought 
to be Marcello Petacci, the 
brother of Mussolini’s last mis- 
tress, who was to die with him. 


The documents, which includ- 
ed the manuscript “That the 
Italians may know,” were cram 
med into two cases, one of 
which Mussolini clung to as long 
as he vas allowed, telling the 
partisans repeatedly to make 
sure it did not go astray, for it 
<ontained diplomatic: papers of 
great value to Italy. 

One was said to contain pre- 
war correspondence between him 
and Sir Winston Churchill, and 
to have been the reason for 
Churchill's visit to Como soon 
after the end of the war. 

The two cases were known to 
have been examined at Domaso, 
pussibly im the villa of the rich 


‘Swiss, Luigi Hoffmann, in view 
of his: contacts with partisan 
commander “Pedro” and his pat-

Mon o w he estimated the 
treasure total value at 2,000, 
million lire, said it was all con 
cealed Hoffman: villa, and 
immediate|: after Mussolini's 
death both the goid and cur 
rencies were sent to Como ‘yy 
car in‘a sealed chest. But it was 
reported: that one of the escort 
shot ths other in the back and 
vanished with the chest 

Pavolini, another -Fascist, aiso 
had currencies in his car, and 
when it ‘vas brought to Dongo 
a crowd rushed to see it and 
some took “souvenirs.” Conse 
quently, only twelve. million 
lire wer. found when it was 


searched, This sum “Petro” de 
posited in a local bank. But. on 


ihe same night as 
murder 2 woman partisan con- 
nected with the 52nd Brigade 
vent to the bank and took out 
the twelve millions to take it to 
the partisan higher cammand. 
She, too, vanished and her body 
was eveatually found in Lake 
Como. 


Some gold and currencies 
were concealed in the German 
cars with the column. When the 
Dongo partisans searched them 
they were chiefly concerned 
with . checking the Germans’ 
identities, and the discovery of 
Mussolini in a lorry caused some 
excitement and confusion. 
when Major Kritz’s column left 
Dongo it still held part of the 
treasure, 

At Domaso two German naval 
officers from one of the lorries 
asked two women if there was 
any trustworthy person in the 
town whom they could consult. 
They were directed to Hoff- 
mann’s villa, where they handed 
him 33 kilogrammes of gold and 
36 million lire. Feeling unsafe 
with so much wealth in his 
house, Hoffman transferred part 
of it to the 52nd Brigacde’s com- 
mander. “Pedro” deposited it in 
the Dongo bank, notifying his 
superiors. 


On May 6th he was instructed 
to transfer it to the Como com- 
mand, and the partisan entrusted 
with the message and the task 
of irene there was this same 
*Pietro tti’.freal name Mi- 
chele Moretti), wio gave “Pe- 
dro” a receipt for it. But “Gatti” 
failed to reach Como. 

At the end of the following 
May “Gatti” was found in Milan. 
In view of the notoriety sur- 
rounding the treasure, he said he 
had thought it proper to hand 
it to -ome higher commander. 

He never produced the re- 
ceipt, and although the case was 
referred to the Italian police, to 
this day it is not publicly known 
what had happened to “Gatti,” 
nor in whose name he acted, 

Another partisan, Luigi Ca- 
nali, known as Captain “Neri,” 
was shot in the head on May 8. 
Evidently he was opposed to all 


|_Ahis sleight of hand with the 


treasure, and was eliminated as 
a traitor. 

After Mussolini's death a fur- 
ther document case was found 
at the Villa Mantero, Como, 
where his wife Rachele had stay- 
ed with the children. It con- 
tained documents and nineteen 
gem-studded Italian and foreign 
orders which had been conferred

Fillings, of course, are what 
give variety, interest, and an 
element of adventure to the 
two slices of bread that enclose 
them. Whatever fillings you use, 
remember these simple pointers 
for making your sandwiches 
better.

Garden Party 
At Buckingham 


Garden parties at Bucking- 
ham Palace have been much 
democratized since World War 
Il. But they still retain an at- 
mosphere quite out of the or- 
dinary. 

This applies ‘right .from 
time the invitation arrives in a 
large white envelope with the 
royal crest on it and a_ post- 
mark which reads “Lord Cham- 
berlain, St. James’s Palace.” 

The card inside is very grand 
and has the rather surprising 
inscription: “The Lord Cham- 
berlain is commanded by Her 
Majesty to invite you to attend 
a, Garden Party at Buckingham 
Palace (weather permitting),” 

Use of this word “command” 
conjures up a picture of the 
Queen in stern mood, like the 
Queen of Hearts in Alice in 
Wonderland. One imagines her 
sitting at her desk biting the 
end of her pencil and saying to 
a timid and worried Lord 
Chamberlain, “See that you get 
those Lynes along to the party 
this year,” writes Peter Lyne in 
“The Christian Science Moni- 
tor. 

When the lLynes received 
their invitation they put it in 
the center of the mantelshelf 
for all to admire. Mrs. Hall, the 
daily help, admired it most of 
all. In this same week she had 
been marrying off her daughter 
and was inclined to go senti- 
mental’ over invitation cards. 
Unfortunately while she was 
fondling our card she somehow 
let it slip down a crack between 
the mantelshelf and the fire- 
back.

tep grades is still increasing. For 


‘the first five months of 1956, 


with a total kill of 777,000, there 
were 42.2 per cent in the two 
top ‘rades—21.9 choice, 20.3 
good, as compared with 712,000 
killed, grading 18.8 choice and 
18.9 good, in the first five months 
io 1966. ¢* . * 

The Marketing Services notes 
that when exports go down the 
quality of the home slaughter 
goes up but for the first five 
months of this year, exports 
were down only 6,300 head 
while the number of “choice” 
and “good” cattle slaughtered 
increased by over 58,000 head. 
The grading figures indicate 
that Canadian farmers are pro- 
ducing more top quality beef and 
that Canadian consumers are in- 
creasing their demands so that 
most of it is needed at home.

Silo filling operations are de- 
pendent on methods and equip- 
ment used in harvesting and 
hauling, says D. J. Cooper, Cen- 
tral Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 
Chopped silage can be handled 
by wagon, truck or by blower. 
Uncut silage is generally hauled 
and stored with a buck rake.

When filling a horizontal silo 
with cropped silage from a fiat 
bottom wagon the material may 
be hand forked out of the wagon 
or else drawn off by @ variety 
of unloaders, These unloaders 
may be of the false end gate 
type, canvas bottom, self-unload- 
ing wagon or rope and board 


‘drag design. Of these the rope 


and board drag is considered to 
be one of the most satisfactory. 
It consists of three two-by-~-sixes 
or two-by-eights placed on edge 


to divide the load into three 


equal sections. Loose _ rope 
through the boards allows the 
luad to be pulled off in separate 
sections.

to Queen Elizabeth I. Yet the 
bequest had to be declined. 


For nearly a century members 
of the royal family have in- 
flexibly observed the rule that 
they must not accept major 
gifts from people personally un- 
known to them. Behind this rul- 
ing lies one of the strangest 
stories of the royal annals. 

Poor Queen Victoria blushed 
for years at the rumour that she 
was indebted for the bulk of 
her personal fortune to an ec- 
centrie miser But this was 
nothing less than the truth. 

In the late summer of 1852 


an old lawyer named John 
Camden Neild was found dead 
on a squalid straw bed in a gar- 
ret in Chelsea. Though he own 
ed the whole house, he had used 
one of- the mallest room te 
eave heating, and starvation had 
hastened his end

With legal astuteness 
however, old Neild had named 
the Keeper of Her Majesty's 
Privy Purse as one of his three 
executors, no doubt as a. pre 
caution to ensure that his last 
wishes reached royal attention 


And 33-vear-old Queen Victor- 
id gasped when she heard that 


; 


a total stranger had left her a 
cool half a million pounds. 

It was a staggering sum for 
those days. Representing nearly 
twenty times the proposed pur- 
chase price of Balmoral, it 
meant more hard cash than the 
Queen could expect to save 
from her privy purse in fifty 
years. 


But could she accept the 
money? Would she be depriving 


legatees who might stand in 
greater need? 
The. Queen’s husband, the 


Prince Consort, quietly .organ- 
ized an army of special investi- 
gators. Their first report, now 
safely stowed in the royal ar- 
chives at Windsor, is an aston- 
ishing document. 


John Neild was so mean, for 
instance, that he refused to al- 
low his housekeeper to brush 
his clothes for fear any brush- 
ing would wear out the fabric. 
He always wore the same patch- 
ed blue suit and preferred to 
have holes in his socks rather 
than spend money on darning 
wool, P 


His father had leit huge es- 
tates around London. When 
Neild went travelling to collect 
the rents, he either hitch-hiked 
or fought for the cheapest out- 
side seat on a coach. 


One terribly wet day travel- 
lers took such -pity on the poor, 
drenched old man tliat they 
whipped round for money to 
buy him brandy and hot water. 
They little knew the. object of 
their compassion could have 
bought up the coachload. 

Neild carried his overnight 
necessities in a brown paper 
parcel tied with string.. Rather 
than stay at an inn, or risk 
having to return hospitality, he 
sought shelter among the poor- 
est of his tenants, taking the 
rent and then cadging a bowl of 
gruel for his supper. Then he 
would go to bed in order that 
the housewife could wash his 
clothes. 


On one occasion he wished to 
call at a cottage that lay acrdéss 
a field turned into a quagmire 
by heavy rain. A local woods- 
man offered to carry him across 
on his back for sixpence. 


“I'll pay: you threepence and 
no more,” Neild stormed. The 
wily local accepted, carried him 
half-way across the field and 
then deposited him, spluttering, 
in the mud. 

Among his tenants was the 
rector of North Marston, Buck- 
inghamshire. Neild was under 
agreement to keep the church 
in repair but when the roof 
needed new lead to keep out 
the rain, he could not bring him- 
self to apend the money. 


Instead, he «ised strips of 
calico painted black and sat 
on the roof of the church all 
dav. to make sure the workmen 
did not siach

throat — and was saved only 
by medical skill of a farmer’s 
wife with whom ‘he was stay- 
ing. 

The conscience money domin- 
ated his life; yet he surely had 
no conscience. His housekeeper, 
for instance, served him faith- 
fully for twenty-six  vears. 
When he died he cut her off 
without a penny. 

Queen Victoria decided that 
she could accept the vast for- 
tune, with certain provisos. A 
sum of £100 each to the three 
executors was increased 0 


£1,000. The faithful house- 
keeper was given a life annui- 
ty — and there was an annuity, 


too, for the farmer’s wife who 
had saved Neild’s: life. 


Then the Queen paid for re- 
pairs to North Marston church 
and provided /a_ .stained-glass 
window and = altar a in 
John Neild’s memory? 

Fifty years of pleasure-seek- 
ing.on the part of her spend- 
thrift uncles had left the Queen 
a poor woman. She _ inherited 
only debts in her own family 
but the Neild Bequest brought 
her great riches. 


Her son, Edward VII, later 
doubled arid redoubled the for- 
tune in stock exchange -deal- 
ings. Assuming that the hard 
kernel of investment stillGexists, 
it can bé estimated td=day at 
£12,000,000. John Neild lived 
on borrowed gruel but his 
amazing legacy can be traced 
as a lifeline of wealth through 
Queen Mary, to the Duke of 
Windsor, Princess Margaret 
and Princess Alexandra. 


Singing Bamboos 


On our right there was a suc- 
cession of neat cottages arnongst 
cocoanut trees, forming the vil- 
lage of Kandang. On earing one 
of these, our ears were saluted 
by the most melodious sounds, 
some soft and liquid, like the 


notes of a flute, and others full 


like the tones of an organ. 
These sounds were sometimes 
interrupted or even single, but 
presently they would swell into 
a grand burst of mingled mel- 
ody. I can hardly express the 
feelings of astonishment’ with 
which I paused to listen to and 
look for the source of music so 
wild and ravishing in such a 
spot. It seemed to proceed 
from a grove of trees at a little 
distance, but I could see neither 
musician nor instrument, and 
the sounds varied so much in 
their strength, and their origin 
seemed now at one place, and 
now. at another, as if they 
sometimes swelled from amidst 
the dark foliage, or hovered 
faint and fitful around it. On 
drawing nearer to the grove of 
trees, my companions (Malays) 
pointed. out a slender bamboo 
which ‘Y above the branches 
of ‘the trees, and fram which they. 
said the music proceeded, and 
when the notes had died away 
in the distance, our ears were 
suddenly penetrated by a crash 
of grand and thrilling tones 
which seemed to grow out of 
the air that surrounded us, in- 
stead of pursuing us. A brisk 
breeze which soon followed, 


agitating the dark and heavy 


leaves. of the fronds of the 
gomuti palms, explained the 
mystery, while it prolonged the 
powerful swell. As we went on 
our way, the sounds decreased 
in strength, and gradually be- 
camé faint, but it was not until 
we left ‘the bamboo of the 
winds’ far behind us, and long 
hidden by intervening trees and 
cottages, that we ceased to hear 
it. The instrument which pro- 
duced these fine effects was a 
bamboo cane, rough from the 
jungle, thirty or forty feet long, 
perforated with holes and stuck 
in the ground. This is certain- 
ly a very simple contrivance, 
but one which would not have 
occurred to any people who had 
not a natural taste for music.—

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ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION 
RECORD SET 


An example of the value of keep- 


ing up artificial respiration to a point 
‘which seems beyond hope is illustrat- 
ed by this story which was reported 

by Wills Maclachlan, of the Ontario 
Hydro. 

On May 20th, 1927, a young line- 
man came into contact with 26,000 
volts of electricity at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon. He was lowered to the 
ground, unconscious, and not breath- 
ing. Immediately his fellow-workers 
applied artificial respiration. This 
was continued on the floor of the 
ambulance while he was being trans- 
ported to the hospital, and also on 
boards on top of a cot at the hospital. 

Communication was established be- 
tween the local doctor and consult- 
ants in a large city, and instructions 
were relayed to those s.orking over 
the victim. 

It was not until 10 o'clock that 
night that the patient was breathing 
by himself. Artificial respiration had 
been continuously applied for 8 hours. 

This case is unique, because arti- 
ficial respiration with a successful 
result was kept up for the longest 
time on record. The same is true of 
drowning victims says the Health 
League of Canada — never stop arti- 
ficial. respiration (even on the way to 
hospital) and continue.even though 
there. may be neither heart beat nor 
breathing, until either success is 
achieved, or rigor mortis sets in.

| LICENSING OF POWER 
BOATS IS PROPOSED 


A system of licensing operators of 
pleasure boats in the same manner as 
motor vehicles is being considered by 
the federal authorities. This is ° in- 
dicated at- Ottawa. 

When the proposed system comes 
into affect it will mean that the 
power boat operator will require an 
operator’s license to run his craft in 
the same ner as the car driver 
needs a license to drive his car. 

At the same time it was also an- 
nounced that navigation regulations 
governing the operation of motor 
boats on minor waters will be extend- 
ed to cover all Canadian waters. 

The current regulations governing 
motor boats on minor waters such as 

‘small lakes and rivers forbid exces- 
sive speed or dangerous operation 
and are enforced by the RCMP. 

In announcing -the changes in the 
House of Commons, Leopold Langlois 
parlimentary assistant to Transport 
Minister Marler indicated that there 
has been a tremendous increase in 
Canada’s power boat fleet. He re- 
vealed that there are 36,000 power 
boats of 10 horsepower or more re- 
gistered on the Great Lakes alone.

Joe Louis says there isn't a 
boxer alive who could knock out 
a topnotch wrestler such as 
Verne Gagne or Luo Thesz, and 
“that goes for Rocky Marciano, 
too.” 

The ex-champ, who can’t un- 
erstand the rash of press crit- 
ism over his entry into wrest~ 
ling, has a lot of company in 
this view. Primo Carnera and 
Tony Galenti agree; but Joe 
Walcott is the only fighter- 
turned-wrestler who doesn't 


“If a rassler rassles clean,” 
says Walcott, “I'll fight any # 
‘em and lick ‘em. Trouble ls, 
rasslerg don't ahide by the rules. 
They punch and kick and they 
won't stand up.” 

Louis put in enough time as 
a wrestling referee around the 
country to convince himself 
that, as a fighter, he'd never be 
able to lick the good wrestlers. 

“I'd have to take out a wrest- 
ler with one punch,” he said. 
“That don’t happen too often. 
They stay low and keep their 
chins in, tf they drop you, 
you don’t have a chance.” 

At the same time Louis ex- 
plained that wrestling is a soft 
touch compared with fighting. 

“I'm 42 years old,” he says, 
“and I could rassle every night 
night of the week. In fact, I 
got this offer from Ray Fabini 
of Philadelphia which suaran- 
tees me $150,000 a year to go 
on tour. But I don’t want ao 
rassle six, sometimes seven 
nights a week. Got too many 
other businesses. 

“But take the fighters. If 
they fight one a month, they're 
busy. They gotta be young and 
full of endurance. In rasslin’, 
you walk around a lot. I weighed 
211 as a fighter. New I'm 240 
and that’s good rasslin’ weight.” 

In the days when wrestling 
was considered more of a spert 
than a sideshow, you could al- 
ways get an argument by sug- 
gesting that a Jim Londos or 
a Strangler Lewis or a Gus 
Sonnenberg could lick the best 
heavyweight fighters going. This 
generally made the fight mieb 
scream “foul!” 

Yet in the few instances when 
wrestlers went in against figh- 
ters, on the up-and-up, the 
fighter never had a chance. This 
was so far back as the turn of 
the cenury. Once Farmer Burns, 
middleweight wrestling champ, 
took on Billy Papke, a great 
middleweight fighter, and the 
wrestler ended it all without 
even getting a sweat up, On the 
other hand few wrestlers ever 
made much of a dent in boxing. 
Frank Gotch, a great grunt-and- 
groaned who fancied himself a 
boxer, found out you couldn't 
mix ‘em one night in Dawson 
City Alaska, in 1901. 

Gotch was touring the ter- 
ritory, taking on all comers in 
wrestling. bouts, when Frank 
Slavin, the Australian heavy- 
weight champ, challenged hm 
to fight. Slavin was in the Klon- 
dike prospecting for nuggets of 
gold. \ 

The challenge was assepted, 
winfier take all, Gotch, magnifi- 
cently proportioned, looked like 
a fighter. He was handsome and 
quick on his feet—but Slavin 
knew too ‘much. At the end of 
the fourth round Gotch was 
bleeding from the mouth and 
nose, and one eye was battered 
to a closed slit, writes Herb 
Goren in “The Police Gazette 

At the bell for the fifth round, 
Gotch, furious over. his inability 
to land a solid punch, rushed 
Slavin to the ropes, picked him 
up and heaved him into the 
tenth row, Slavin, badly shaken, 
crawled back to continue the 
hostilities. but the referee had 
already disqualified Gotch. 
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‘tthe holds. Get somebody to teach 


‘guys:”

When it was over, Slavin re- 
marked: “Gotch ought to stick 
to his own trade. He’s the best ~ 
wrestler I ever fought with.” 


Maybe the same should be 
said of Louis, but Joe is. too 
old to fight, and he could use 
the wrestling dough. Besides, 
as Tony Galento puts it: “You're 
never too old to rassle.” 

Galento, who once floored 
Louis in a heavyweight title 
match before Joe stopped him, 
has this advice: 


“Joe, you're a nice guy and 
you were a great fighter. If 
you're gonna rassle, better learn 


you. In two, three months, may- 
be you'll learn.” 

This is sage advice for any- 
body in any business, particu- 
lary for the fighter turned wrest- 
ler. dae doesn’t look so pretty 
on the mat.

As for Carnera, who recently 
opened a bar and restaurant in 
Los Angeles, he was a carnival 
strong man and a_ continental 
freak before becoming a wrest- 
ler. 

“Louis never wrestled before,” 
he said. “This is not like boxing. 
To wrestle, you must know your 
way around.” 


As Dusek puts it: “Louis is 
supposed to have made four and 
a half million dollars by fight- 
ing, but he got cut up so bad 
he wound up owing the govern- 
ment a million bucks in taxes. 
In wrestling he won't get cut up 
14 different ways.” 

Dusek, like all wrestlers, 
thinks it would be a joke for 
any fighter to come into the 
ring with gloves on and try to 
stop a wrestler. 

“It’s been tried many times, 
and always the fighter never 
had a chance, Like Louis says, 
the fighter would have. to end 
it with one punch, Once the- 
wrestler crowded in, the fighter 
would be a dead duck.” 

There was a funny sequel. to 
Louis’ first wrestling match with 


in the ring was Joe Walcott. 
Lee took exception to the way 
Walcott handled the match, 
called him a cheese champ and 
snowed him under with insults. 

“Cowboy,” said Walcott, “If 
you think 1 couldn't fight, you're 
welcome to take me On any 
night in the week.” 

That's the way Walcott tells 
it, and a week later they were 
thrown in together, with gloves 
on in Baltimore. 

“In the first round,” said Wal- 
cott, “I showed Lee a little of 
the technique that brought me 
the heavyweight championship.

little bit. In the next round I 
knocked him out. I don’t like 
rasslers nohow. They're all 
musclebound, and they can’t 
fight, a lick, and I think if they 
rassled according to the rules, 
I could stop any one of them 
by fighting.” 

That’s Walcott’s story, but his 
version of the rules may not 
necessarily be right. Louis could 
be just as vigorous in defence 
of boxing, particularly since he 
still draws $20,000 a year from 
the International Boxing Club 
as a so-called ambassador of the 
game, but he just doesn’t be- 
lieve that any fighter has a 
chance against a wrestler.

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U.S. Guided Missile 
Travels 2000 Miles 

The United States has suc- 
ceeded in squirting a guided 
missile 2,000 miles over the 
ocean. 

The record-breaking flight — 
for a Western nation at least 
“- was revealed in one of a 
series of announcements of 
United States progress in rocket 
bomb warfare, 

The intercontinental weapon, 
a Northrop “Snark,” flew 2,000 
miles over the Carribean from 
a launching base in Florida. Jet 
engined, and flying at only 
about the speed of sound, it was 
in effect a pilotless bomber. 

The American defence de- 
partment promptly announced 
however that the Snark is to be 
superceded soon by an_ inter- 
continental missile of longer 
range. This, it is believed, 
would be a_ rocket-powered 
bomb which would fly above the 
atmosphere and descend upon 
its target at high speed — prob- 
ably twice the speed of sound 
at least. 

In the field of short-range 
guided missiles, the Americans 
announced an “exceptionally 
high” degree of reliability in its 
Petrel guided missile which 
arms aircraft. . 

The Petrel, which seeks out 
its target by radar and homes 
on it; can be used in air-to- 
ground oor _ air-to-submarine 
combat. 

“Launched by patrol aircraft 


" well outside the range of the 
target's air defence, the missile-— 


attacks at high speed and with” 
devastating effect,” the joint 
announcement said. 

“Use of the new missile thus 
will save the plane pilot from 
the anti-aircraft hazards which 
attack-plane aviators met in the 
-Second World War when they 
. closed on the target.

When Georges Carpentier, fa- 
mous French boxer, was ten he 
fought a big school bully of thir- 
teen and was getting the "best of 
it when his opponent's three pals 
joined in. Georges was fighting 
on fiercely against these over- 
whelming odds when a man came 
up and dragged him away, de- 
manding: “What do you kids 
think you're up to? Do you want 
to kill the boy?” 

He asked Georges his name, 
then said: “My name’s Descamps. 
I run the gymnastic club at the 
Maison di People. The lads meet 
twice a week, Tuesdays and 
Fridays. Why don't you come 
along? I'll teach you something 
better than fighting in the street.” 

That proved to be the most 
fateful meeting of Carpentier’s 
life. For he duly went to the 
club at Lens, near the small 
mining town in N. France where 
he was born, and Descamps be- 
came his manager and friend 
throughout his career.The finger 
of destiny was already pointing 
the way. 

At Lievin, George’s father 
drove a horse and cart for a fac- 
fory and ir ' ere became a brew- 
ery maltster. One of a large fa~- 
mily, Georges says of his child- 
hood: “We drank beer at all 
meals, a sort of very light pale 
ale. I was actually weaned on 
this light beer . . . when the time 
came for me to go on from milk 
this beer was put into a feeding 
bottle—and I thrived on it. 

At school he soon won a repu- 
tation as a scrapper against older 
bullies who thought he was easy 
game, but quickly found that 
height, weight and brute strength 
weren't everything; speed and 
accuracy were much more im- 
portant. After a time, Georges 
no longer waited to be attacked; 
picking a lad of suitable size, he 
ehallenzed him, and only rarely 
eame off second best. 

Twice a week for two. years 
he attended “Professor” Des- 
camps’ gym classes and learned 
French and English boxing. 
When a German circus came to 
Lens one of the acrobats told 
Descamps that in the troupe was 
an Algerian boy, Ali, good at 
English-style boxing. “Is he?” 
said Descamps. “Well, I've got 
a boy here who's not bad at all.” 
A fight was fixed which lasted 
only ten seconds. Ali went down 
for the count from a series of 
quick jabs to the face from 
Georges. on 

A few days later Descamps 
said: “You like boxing, don’t 
you?” He was sure he could 
make a champion of the lad, and 
soon promoted him to his adult 
class, where he became best pu- 
pil. 

On leaving school, Georges 
worked as riveter’s mate at 27 
boiler-maker’s; lawyer's. messen- 
ger boy; then as a collector for 
an insurance company. 

He wasn't quite thirteen when 
Descamps put him down for a 
regional tournament in Bethune 
against a well-built young cor- 
poral about twice his weight. “I 
was more skilful than he was 
and very much quicker,” he says 
in a vivid autobiography, “Car- 
pentier by Himself,” translated 
by Edward Fitzgerald. “Before 
long I found I could land when- 
@ver and wherever I liked. Two 
@r three times he lost his bal- 
ance trying to avoid my attacks 
and measured his length on the 
boards.” 

It was so much a case of lit-

well-wishers wanted to know 
his age. Hating to give it, he re- 
plied: “Three years old{ next 
Christmas.” 

Three months later, Descamps 


entered him for the French ama- 
}teur boxing champjonship to be 
held in Paris. He couldn't afford 


the fare, so booked only_to Arras, 
then spent the rest of the jour- 
ney dodging out at stops, jump- 
ing in again when he saw wheré 
the inspector -was, and at the 
Gare du Nord slipping out with 
a crowd of passengers. 

He reached the semi-final, but 
was defeated by an older lad 
who floored him with a painful 
swing to the face. “It made me 
realize,” he says, “that if I were 
ever going to turn boxing into 
9 profession I should have to find 
ways and means to avoid taking 
blows of ‘that .sort.” 

For a time Descamps and some 
of his. best pupils — including 
Carpentier -— toured villages 
and small towns giving boxing 
exhibition ./If there was no hall 
they did/ gymnastic tricks in 
cafes, balancing on chairs and 
tables, theri.passed the hat. 

‘Later, they supplemented this 
with spoof thought-reading. 

As this racket brought in a 
lot of money, Descamps proposed 
that Georges give up his insur- 
ance work for full-time boxing. 
They made an agreement that 
was never signed or witnessed 
and never disputed by either 
throughout Carpentier’s whole 
career, Only once were its terms 
changed when Descamps sug- 
gested, after Georges’ victory 
over Jim Sullivan, that his share 
should henceforth be only twenty 
instead of thirty per cent. 

Georges was assisting at Des- 
camps’ boxing lessons at the 
Lille’ Sporting Club when a 
client who happened to be pass- 
ing through came in for a little 
practice. “He’s not very old, is 
he?” he said when Descamps 
nresented Georges. “You'll find 
he'll do,” said Descamps. “He 
can use his hands.” It was Mau- 
rice Chevalier, the famous 
comedian, who was fond of box- 
ing. Later they became fast 
friends, ° 

At fourteen Georges got his 
great chance when Salmon, a 
young English stable lad, chal- 
lenged all comers at his own 
weight 130 pounds, and 
Georges went into strict train- 
ing, fought him, and won on a 
foul_in the third round after 
flooring him with a left hook 
to the chin in the second round 
for a five seconds’ count. In a 
return match a month later 
Georges was dragged out of the 
ring in the eighteenth round, ex- 
hausted but unwilling to give 
up. Soon after this he went to 
Paris for good, and was well 
launcHi# on his professional 
career. 

At fifteen, in 1909, he was 
champion of the North and the 
Pas de Calais, lightweight cham- 
pion of France. In 1911 he won 
by a knock-out seventeen of 
nineteen bouts, including the 
first European title, in London. 
The story of his great victories 
over Bombardier Billy Wells, 
Gunboat Smith, Joe Beckett and 
more than a dozen others, and 
his epic defeat by Jack Demp- 
sey, makes thrilling reading. Now 
he runs a celebrated bar in 
Paris, ‘and in retirement has 
some challenging things to say 
about present-day boxing and 
boxers. He was married three 
months ago, at the age of sixty- 
two, to a pretty blonde fashion 
model.

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Jumping Seans 
Down Mexico Way 


Why does the Mexican jump- 
ing bean perform its nervous 
antics? This oft-repeated ques- 
tion has given most profitable 
geasonal occupation to hundreds 
ef Mexican men, women and 
children who pack and ship the 
beans to novelty stores in Bri- 
tain, the U.S., Canada, and parts 
of Europe. 


The jumping bean is a native 
of the state of Sonora, in north~- 
western Mexico, near the town 
ef Alamos. The bean, resembl- 
ing a green coffee bean, grows 
on the plant Arbel de la Flecha 
(Tree of the Arrow) in the 
semi-eroded hills and gullies 
Mear the town. 

Harvesting is done early in 
July, when the heavy torrential 
rains cause the tiny pods to 
start popping and falling to the 
ground. 

The “secret” of the jumping 


bean is an insect known as the . 


“jumping butterfly,” which lays 
its egg in the flower of the Tree 
of the Arrow about this time of 
year, 


A grub develops from the egg, © 


and it satisfies its hunger by 
burying deep into the seed pod 
of the flower, The pod of the 
flower has three cells, and’ each 
contains a seed of the tree 
While the grub completely eats 
the first two pods, it takes up a 
permanent home in the third, 


Somehow the grub knows that 
the hot July sun, combined -with 
the rains, will explode the. pod 
and drop it to the ground. The 
grub “insures” itself against 
this emegency by “bombproof- 
ing” itself in a silky net. | 


The live grub inside the bean 
causes the jumping by rearing 
up somewhat like a_ spirited 
miniature horse. As the grub 
brings down its forelegs, the 
bean jumps or moves. ~ 


If harvesters would not inter- 
fere. with nature, the grub 
would finally evolve into a little 
white butterfly. Care is taken 
that enough do become butter- 
flies to assure a healthy annual 
crop. 


Millions of the beans are har- 
vested annually and shipped in 
five-gallon cans which hold 
about 30,000 liye beans. 


Since the Mexican jumping 
bean has almost human attri- 
butes, special care must be 
taken in. seeing that it remains 
healthy during transit. The 
cans that are their temporary 
homes must be perforated for 
ventilation. 


A carload of the beans in cans 
causes a noise like rain pelting 
on a tin roof. If the can is touch- 


ed, all noise ceases for a time. - 


Then the beans begin their re- 
peated jumping and clicking 
again. 


Dimples Popular 


Have you a dimple?. If s0, 
you're in the fashion. Not since 
Victorian times have dimples 
been so popular as they are to- 
day. A dimple is actually noth- 
in more than a dent or depres- 
sion in a part of the body where 
the besh is very soft. 


What causes dimples? Under- 
neath the outside skin on the 
face are fibres of varying length, 
which run in all directions. Oc- 
casionally these fibres are too 
short in a certain spot, and s0 
pull “the skin which forms the 
dimple. : 


A dimple-making device dis- 
played recently had three but- 
tons with rubber points fitted to 
a wire halter which pressed them 
against the chin and cheeks of 
the “patient,” producing perman- 
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106 degrees.

Fourteen years ago, fishing 
boats. chugged across the IJsel 
Mee itere. Noisy sea gulls dove 
low over white-rifined waves 
and climbed again in the wind 
that blew from the North Sea. 


Today, at this same spot, there 
stretches the smooth central 
square of Emmeloord, new town 
in a hew land won from the 
sea. And all around there lies 
the wide fertile farm country— 
red-roofed farmhouses and black 
and white cows amidst miles of 
green fields and meadows—ten 
small villages in all. 


This is the Northeast Polder, 
the northeastern most of the ter- 
ritories won from the former 
Zuider Zee. It is a civilization 
grown out of the sea bottom, an 
Atlantis created by the courage, 
ingenuity, and work of men.

This is new Holland where 
nothing—grass, trees, or roads— 
is older than 12 years.

The Way of Christian Fellow- 
ship, 1 John, Chapter 1 


Memory Selection: If we walk 
in the light, as he is in the light, 
we have fellowship one with 
another. 1 John 1:7. 


No one was better qualified 

than John to write of the way 
of Christian fellowship. Of all 
the disciples he was the closest 
to Jesus, He leaned upon Jesus’ 
bosom at the last supper. He 
was “the disciple whom 
loved.” 
In the first gene ral division 
(1:4 to 2:29), the apostle’ states 
that God is light (1:5); then he 
proceeds to show that we must 
walk in the light if we are to 
walk with. him. He then shows 
the conduct expected of those 
who walk in the light. In the 
second division (3:1 to 4:6), he 
emphasizes the fact that God 
is our Father; and he shows 
that we cannot have fellowship 
with him unless we act like sons 
of God. In the .third division 
(4:7 to 5:21), John states that 
God is love. The only way, then, 
whereby we may walk with 
him is for us to,walk in love: 
and the requireménts of such a 
walk are made clear. 


To walk with God we must 
have our sins forgiven. “If we 
confess — he is faithful and just 
to forgive.” As we walk in, the 
light the heart is cleansed. One 
who has fellowship with God 
does not walk in sin, (3:4-10:2:1). 
If he should fall into sin, he 
has an Advocate who is eager 
to assist him back to restored 
fellowship with God. Ralph 
Thompson writing in Arnold's 
Commentary lists other. charac- 
teristics of the walk with God. 
It is a walk of obedience to the 
Father: it is a walk of love for 
the brethren, it is marked by an 
absence of love for the world. 
Those who walk With God. have 
faith when they pray. This walk 
is a way of happiness. ‘These 
things write.we unto you that 
your joy may be. full.” (1:4). 

John’s letters have a warmth 
reflecting the intimate fellow- 
ship which he enjoyed with the 
Saviour.

An gler’s Paradise 


Every fisherman. dreams of 
the perfect: day when he will 
hook a fish every time he casts 


“wane and -go on doing so un- 
ti is. basket is full. What a 


tale he wdlid have to tell! 


Such a dream may now come 
true as a result of experiments 
with electrical aids that have 
been going on recently It may 
then be possible for the angler 
to put aside his rod and to take 
with him instead two metal 
poles connected to a_ portable 
battery. 

When these poles are put into 
the water and held some dis- 
tance apart they will attract 
fish to them Al) the fisherman 
has to do is to lift the best ones 
out with his net. It would be as 
easy as that. 

This novel fishing idea was 
discovered by studying the elec- 
tric eel. It had long been 
known that this South American 
freshwater fish was capable of 
producing a powerful electric 
shock. It was decided to inves- 
tigate this shock in order to find 
out how and why the fish pro 
duced it. As a result we now 
have a clear picture of a fish 
that leads an astonishing al 
electric life ~ 

A full grown electric ee] may 
be anything up to five feet long 
and is capable of sending out 
an electric shock of at least 500 
volts. The highest recorded 
voltage was 650. Even young 
eels only six inches long are 
capable of a full strength shock. 
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With these shocks the eels cap- 
ture their food, skilfully adjust- 
ing the strength according to 
the size of their prey, so that 
it is stunned but not killed. 
When electric eels are put 
into an aquarium tank it takes 
them a few days to adjust their 
shock mechanism. At first most 
of the fish put in for food are 


killed outright, and the eels 
refuse to eat them. 
High voltage shocks, though, 


are not the only electrical weap- 
ons employed by these remark- 
able fish. They also. make use 
of radar in finding their way 
about and in locating their prey. 
The voung eels have quite well 
developed eyes, but these de- 
generate and are useless by the 


time the fish is about a foot 
long. 
When they are swimming 


they give out a series of fifty- 
volt impulses into the water at 
the rate of about fifty every 
second. These get reflected back 
from objects in the water, arid 
return to the eels, which have 
special organs for picking them 
up. This sixth sense replaces 
their lost sight, 


How does a fish produce such 
a big electrical voltage of the 
least twice the ovitage of the 
electric mains? Running down 
each side of its body to the end 
of its tail the electric eel has a 
series of special muscles. These 
behave like a long line of. bat- 
teries connected up in series. 
But how the fish release the 
electrical discharge remains a 
mystery. 

If an electric eel can stun or 
kill fish with & discharge’ of 
electricity surely it might be 
possible to design fishing equip- 
ment based on the same prin- 
ciple? A number of scientists 
have been working on this 
theory for the last ten years 
with encouraging results. 


They found that if two metal 
rods are connected up to a gen- 
erator and put into the water, 
any near-by fish are drawn to- 
wards the positive rod. They 
behave as though hypnotized, 
being quite incapable of swim- 
ming away and are easily scoop- 
ed up in a net. Even large and 
crafty fish are enticed from 
their lairs by this modern pied 
piper. 

From angling by electricity it 
is only a step to deep sea fish- 
ing with larger apparatus, and 
the Russians are reported to 
have made some headway in 
this direction. Electrical fishing 
has important advantages over 
the present method of frawling. 
When a trawler

is working,} 


scooped off the sea bed into its 
huge net. Although fish below 
a certairi size are thrown back 
into the sea, a great many of 
them are killed or too badly in- 
pured to survive. Trawling, 
therefore, does immense barm 
by reducing the potential catch 
of future years. 

With clectrical fishing it may 
well be possible to control the 
size of fish attracted to the nets 
by varying the strength of the 
electrical discharge into the wa- 
ter. Then only fish of marke- 
table size would be caught, and 
the smaller ones would escape 
injury. 

Some investigators see possi- 
bilities in applying electrical 
aids to whaling. <A_ powerful 
discharge could draw the whale 
towards. the ship, so powerful 
that it might prove pretty un- 
comfortable for anyone who had 
the misfortune to fall over- 
board! When attracted along- 
side, the whale would be meas- 
ured and if. below minimum 
size released unharmed by 
switching off the current.

In Munich, Little Red Riding 
Hood and her wolf are immor- 
talized in stone and at the Dutch 
village of Spaarndam, near 
Haarlem, is a statue of Hans 
Brinker, the legendary Dutch 
boy who prevented a flood by 
stopping a hole in a dyke with 
his fist. 


Familiar to thousands of tour- — 


ists is the graceful bronze statue 
representing Hans Andersen’s 
“Little Mermaid,” which was 
erected forty-three years ago at 
the entrance to Copenhagen 
Harbour. She sits on a huge 
boulder, looking as though she 
has just emerged from the sea.

Some- 
times while Joe was in the kit- 
chen, we would pull wild flow- 
ers and climbing to Rosalie’s 
back twine them around her 
ears and hat. My. brother and I 
were the only ones from whom 
she would tolerate such goings 
on. 


And I had been told the wind- 
mill was gene.

Never did we buy ice cream 
“Nothing but homemade.’ | 
even knew the recipe by heart 
It was under “Philadelphia and 
Neapolitan Ice Creams” = on 
page 105 of the blue-checked 
oilcloth-covered cookbook. “Scald 
one pint of cream;'add one cup- 
ful granulated ‘sugar, and stir 
continually. Cool, Add one pint 
cream whipped stiff, pinch of 
salt: vanilla or mashed fruit in 
season. 


On Saturdays mother would 
give me fifteen cents to buy the 
cream, And I'd start for the 
neighboring farmhouse (we 
didn’t have cows) with the two 
pint pails, My brother would 
start toward the village with his 
little yellow cart to get the pul 
verized salt. (Joe always left 
chopped ice and the coarse pack-

if he had brought home coarse 
salt the week before. Occasion- 
ally, he would forget to specify 
and: have to take the coarse salt 
back, Thinking it would impress 
him with the 
bringing pulverized, father had 
explained that too coarse a salt 
did not dissolve and thereby 
produce cold in the cream rapid- 
ly enough. So the pulverized 
salt was used with the ice for 
packing, to help keep the cream 
frozen. But in spite of this my 
brother forgot once in a while. 


My brother and I would 
carry the freezer to the back.of 
the barn, Father would bring 
out two pails from the shed — 
one filled with the pulverized 
salt and the other with the chop- 
ped ice.

ing to be blades. Followed by 
our begging father not to “scrape 
off so much.” And I could re- 
member father and my brother 
carrying the bucket and pails 
back to the shed, followed close- 
ly by the cat who always seem- 
ed hopeful that through some 
good fortune a bit of cream 
would have found its way to the 
outside of the bucket. It would 
walk-around the two pails and 
the freezer until convinced there 
was nothing to be had. Or un- 
til we ‘scraped some ice cream 
off the dasher for it, And I vivid- 
ly recall its dislike of the green 
and white brine-soaked blanket 
which we threw over the whole 
bucket as a sort of added insula- 
tion. 

All this I thought about as I 
rode along.

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A LITERARY FRONTIERSMAN 


“I could write you a better 
book than that myself,” said 
James Fenimore Cooper, and 
launched a career’ unique in 
literary history. He has been 
extravagantly praised—notably 
by Goethe, Scott, Balaze, Victor 
Hugo, Washington Irving, Walt 
Whitman, Joseph Conrad — yet 
Mark Twain had more grounds 
than usual for his*ridicule when 
he called Cooper’s dialogue 
“book-talk,” his humor “pathe- 
tic,” and his pathos “funny” 

No man ever looked—or in 
his early life, acted—less the 
artist than Cooper. Physcially 
substantial—“a very castle of a 
man,” in Irving’s phrase—he had 
grown up during the 1790's as 
“landed gentry” in Cooperstown, 
New York; the land in the case 
having been taken by his father 
from ‘the Indians. His first 
book, Precaution, was inferior 
because the very nature of the 
bet with himself was to imitate 
the current English novel in- 
stead of to originate. Neverthe~ 
less the letters Cooper wrote at 
that time to his publisher are 
an engaging record of the 
growth of an ingenuous amateur 
into an author of considerable 
self-assurance.

By August 25 Precaution is in 
the printer’s hands, and apology 
has given way to aggressive pa- 
ternity: “If the book be printed 
in this careless manner revision 
by the author is useless— . .-. 
I wish my own language print- 
ed—having quite as much faith 
in my own taste as in that of 
any printer in the Union— ... 
if they want to write I will sug- 
gest the expediency of their tak- 
ing up a new subject where they 
can find full scope for their 
talents. .. .” 


In October this mood was as 
surely followed by the pretend- 
ed modesty incumbent on a man 
whose book is about to appear: 
“8 . if I am supposed the au- 
thorsthe ‘book will fail in New 
York—if “"'Weshington Irvine 
(sic) was thought". writer it 
would be thought good . . . al- 
though I believe it a respectable 
novel I do not think it a great 
one—if it wéere—I should be a 
great writer indeed—for no 
book was ever written with less 
thought and more rapidity—I 
can make a much better one— 
am making a much better one— 
I send this out as a pilot bal- 
loon: . .. .” 

Searcely waiting to see 
whether his pilot balloon would 
indeed stay aloft, Cooper devot- 
ed himself to becoming an ag- 
gressively American originator. 
The Spy. The Pilot, The Pi- 
oneers—all were the - first of 
their kind.

In 1826 Cooper took his fam- 
ily to Europe for a stay of seven 
years. His fame had preceded 
him, and he was, in a mild way, 


lionized. Having early discov- 
ered that in London the servants 
made a practice of taking his 


hat from the drawing-room dur-. 


ing dinner and secreting it. 


Cooper hid his under the sofa 
and was nonplused to discover 
the Bishop of London sitting di- 
rectly above it with his skirts 
spread “Mr, Sotheby observing 
that I was aiming at something 


there; kindly inquired what I 
wanted. I told him I was pray- 
ing for the transldtion of the 
Bishop of London, that I might 
get my hat, and marvellous as 
it may seem, he has already 
been made Archbishop of Can- 
terbury!” 

At this very dinner. Cooper 
met Scott, Lockhart, and Cole 
ridge. The ladies having retired 
the conversation turned on 
Homer-Coleridge was moved to

spoke ... and I might sav no 
one could speak” besides Cols 
ridge, for over an hour Scott 
sat immovable, “evidently con- 
sidering the whole as an exhi 
bition rather than as an argu 
ment: though he oceasionalls 
muttered, ‘eloquent'” ‘wonder- 
ful!’ ‘very extraordinary!’

Both had reservations. Wrote 
Cooper: “The manner of Sir 
Walter Scott, is that of a man 
accustomed to see much of the 
world without being exactly a 
man of the world himself. He 
has evidently great social tact, 
perfect self-possession, is quiet, 
and absolutely without preten- 
sion, and has much dignity; and 
yet it struck me that he wanted 
the ease and aplomb.of one ac- 
customed to live with his 
equals.” 

This opinion was comple- 
mented by Scott's: “Visited ... 
Cooper, the American - novelist. 
This man who has shown so 
much genius, has a good deal the 
manner, Or want of manner, 
peculiar to his countrymen,” 

The paradox of the matter 
was that Cooper, by background 
nearly the most absolute aristo- 
crat that America could pro- 
duce, was very much the con- 
scious democrat, and never 
more so than when in Europe. 
He was most proud of his warm 
friendship with Lafayette; and 
his Notions of the Americans, 
and a number of historical 
novels, set in Renaissance Eu- 
rope and long since unread, all 


expounded democratic  prin- 
ciples 

* a + 
Unfortunately, all the time 


Cooper was in Europe, he and 
his native land had been grow- 
ing steadily apart; and the dis- 
covery, on returning home, that 
his property rights in Coopers- 
town had been infringed by the 
townspeople prompted a series 
of libel suits and ill-tempered 


novels which soured his later 
reputation. 
To most people, however, 


Cooper is\simply and forever 
the author Sf the Leatherstock- 
ing Tales. This sequence of five 
books, with Natty Bumppo, al- 
ternately called Leatherstocking 
and Deerslayer, as their hero, 
was an immediate global suc- 
cess: In 1852 the historian Fran- 
cis Parkman remarked, “We are 
told—but hardly know how to 
believe it—that they (Cooper's 
novels) may be had duly ren- 
dered into Persian at the 
bazaars of Ispahan.” 

Despite changes in literary 
fashion, despite colossal defects, 
the books are still inescapably 
to be reckoned with in Amer- 
ican life and literature. And on 
all levels: school \copies are 
worn with much reading, an 
ultra-respectable press puts out 
an illustrated synopsis of the 


’ 


Leatherstocking story for $8.80, 
the Cambridge History of Amer- 


ican Literature proclaims Bump- 


po “the most memorable char- 
acter American fiction has given 
the world.” 


The scholars have their rea- 
sons. Some see Bumppo as the 
counterpart of Daniel Boone, 
Leatherstocking as a chronicle 
of the frontier, a chapter in 
Cooper’s life-long obsession. with 
the problems of possessing and 
dispossessing, his overt sym- 
pathies with the possessor, his 
covert with the dipossessed. For 
a level-headed and delightful 
summary, nothing can surpass 
Parkman’s review in the North 
American Review for January, 
1852. Parkman first disposes of 
Cooper’s most un-Indian In- 
dians: “Jointly with Thomas 
Campbell, Cooper is responsible 
for the fathering of those ob- 
original heroes, lovers, and 
sages, who have long formed a 
petty nuisance in our literature.” 

He then tackles the difficul- 
ties of the genteel heroine in 
romantic wilderness literature: 
“t seems to us a defect in a 
novel or a poem, when the 
heroine is compelled to. . 
sleep out-at night in the woods, 
drenched by rain ... and 
scratched by briars—to forgo 
the appliances of the toilet, and 
above all, to lodge in an Indian 
wigwam. ... We read Long- 
fellow’s Evangeline with much 


sympathy in the fortunes of tha: 


errant heroine... . When, hows, 
ever, we had followed her for 
about two thousand miles on her 
forest pilgrimage, and reflected 
on the figure she must have 
made, so tattered and bepatch- 
ed, bedrenched and bedraggled, 
we could not but esteem it a 
happy circumstance that she 
failed, as she did, to meet her 
lover; . . . With Cooper’s her- 
oines, Cora and Alice, the case 

‘not so hard. Yet, as it does 
not appear that, on a journey 
of several weeks, they were per- 
mitted to carry so much,as a 
valise Or a carpet bag... it is 
certain, that at the journey’s 
end, they must have presented 
an appearance more adapted to 
call forth a Christian sympathy 
than any emotion of a more 
romantic nature.”

Nevertheless, Parkman goes 
on, “It is easy to find fault with 
The Last of the Mohicans: but 
it is far from easy to rival or 
even approach Cooper's excel- 
lences. The book has the gen-~ 
uine game flavor; it exhales the 
odours” of the pine woods and 
the freshness of the , mountain 
wind. ... (These word paint- 
ings) are instinct with life, with 
the very spirit of the wilder- 
ness; they breathe the somber 
poetry of solitude and danger.” 
And again, “For” ourselves — 
though we diligently peruse the 
dispatches—the battle of Palo 
Alto and the storming of Mon- 
terey are not more real and 
present to our mind than some 


of the scenes and characters of | 


The Pathfinder, though we have 
not read it for nine years.” 

To which generations of read- 
ers, adapting the comparison to 
their own experience, have 
heartily agreed.

Every week millions of hope- 
fuls dream of collecting thou- 
sands of dollars in pools, sweep-

Crazy? Not at all — for many 
succeed. But some crazy things 
have been done by folk out to 
win “easy money.” 

In the United States last year 
a number of people were bet 
that they could not rock con- 
tinuously in a rocking-chair for 
one hour.

Holland Wrests 
New Land From Sea 


+ Overpopulated little Holland 
is winning another mighty bat- 
tle for more land to live and 
work in. 

Far off its mainland coast, in 
the choppy IJsel Meer, a fleet of 
hundreds of ships is nearing the 


end of a four-year attack upon. 


nature. From miles off the tug- 
boats and barges assault-ship- 
like, scurry among the dredges 
whose tall superstructures stand 
like battleships, thick smoke 
trailing across the horizon. 
Unceasingly the dredges suck 
up the sand from below and 
dump it into the barges, the wa- 


ter cascading over the sides. Tugs \ 


pull them away a few hundred 
yards where the load is dumped. 
There the dike is rising in the 
water, a long broad bulwark 
pushing into the sea at the speed 
of 30 feet a minute, rapidly clos- 
ing in around what soon will be 
the new land. 

Sometime in September the 
last gaps in the dike will be 
closed, the world’s most power- 
ful pumping stations already 
built on artificial islands, will 
atart pumping out the basin 
stretching some 15 miles in dia- 
meter.

Lanudry Marks 
Catch Murderers 


The corpse of the attractive 
young brunette. had lain un- 
identified in the mortuary for 
nine days. More than 200 rela- 
tives of missing women had 
filed past the body; none knew 
her. Detectives assigned to dis- 
cover her identity faced 4 seem- 
ingly hopeless task. 

The body was found early one 
morning in a field, a_ bullet 
wound below the left breast and 
another in the head. A clear 
ease of murder. ‘ 


She was clad in a light sum- 
mer frock brown shoes and a 
pale brown coatee. Someone, 
probably the murderer, had rip- 
ped the manufacturer’s name 
out of the coat; there were no 
manufacturer’s names on any of 
the other clothing. 

But there was one small thing 
which the murderer had over- 
looked: a dry cleaner’s number 
in the collar of the coatee. The 
number was CY-7705-B20. 


The Detroit police wired the 
Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion, quoting the laundry or dry 
cleaner’s number. At the same 
time they telegraphed to the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
headquarters in Ottawa. 

Within a few hours Detroit 
police received a telegram from 
the F.B.I. which read: “Number 
quoted by you was issued by 
Acme Dry Cleaners Detroit.” 

Minutes later detectives were 
interviewing the manager of the 
Acme Dry Cleaners. He turned 
up. his books and found the 


number. It had been allocated to 


a Miss Diane Warbecher who 
had given a Washington Ave- 
nue address. Within ten minutes 
detectives’ were interviewing 
the superintendent of the block 
of flats where Miss Warbecher 
had stayed. 

They learned that she had, in 
fact, been a .Mrs. Warbecher 
who had left the block ten days 
before to go with her husband 
to Chicago. A teletype message 
was sent to Chicago with the 
husband’s full description and 
in the meantime the superin- 
tendent of the block had identi- 
fied the body as that of Mrs. 
Warbecher. 

The same evening Warbecher 
was taken into custody as he 
entered his hotel room in down- 
town Chicago. In his possession 


. detectives found a .32 revolver 


which, they established later, 
had fired the fatal shots. 
Warbecher wanted to know 


only one thing before pleading 
guilty to a murder charge in 
the second degree: how did the 
detectives discover the woman's 
name? 

The police did not reveal the 
secret to him and in the con- 
demned cell he ruminated over 
the slip he must’ have made 
when he ensured that Diane 
Warbecher would not be identi- 


fied, for she had no relatives in’! 


the United States. 

He did not count on one of 
the main identification systems 
in usa in North America to- 
day: lathdry and dry cleaners’ 
marks. These telltale numbers 
have sent many men to prison, 
identified numerous others, in- 
cluding those found  uncon- 
scious or injured in accidents. 

A system . whereby every 
laundry and dry cleaning estab- 
lishment; will be listed with the 
police is under way. Every. one 
of these establishments uses a 
number and serial letter com- 
bination to identify customers’ 
articles and these identification 
marks are as fodlproof as 
fingerprints, for no two estab- 
lishments use identical mark- 
ings. 

In. Britain and elsewhere the 
need for similarly recording 
laundry marks is keenly felt. 
In Eastbourne in 1954 there was 
a daring burglary on a jewel- 
lery store. 

There were no clues, but one 
of the burglars had apparently 
cut himself in breaking into the 


* cleaner’s 


premises, for he had torn a por- 
tion of his handkerchief to bind 
a finger. Detective found that 
the fragment did not belong te 
any staff member of the jewel- 
ler’s, but it bore a laundry mark 
which was quickly traced te 
London. 

The detectives now faced the 
formidable task of visiting every 
one of the thousands of laundr- 
ies in the city to discover which 
one had.issued that number. 

Then a girl'squealed on the 
gang. In the flat of one of the 
criminals, detectives found other 
articles of clothing bearing the 
same number. Had London had 
a laundry indexing system, the 
laundry which had issued the 
number could have been traced 
within a matter of minutes and 
the criminal probably appre- 
hended thc same day instead of 
weeks later, as was the case. 


A classic case where a dry 


‘cleaner’s mark brought a mur- 


derer to justice happened in the 
Windsor, Ontario, area ten years 
ago. A young woman was found 
murdered on the outskirts of 
the Canadian city. There was 
nothing by which to identify 
her and her face had been so 
badly battered that it was im- 
possible to publish a photograph, 


Windsor lies immediately on 
the American border not far 
from Detroit, and with in a few 
hundred miles of other large 
cities; including Toronto. She 
could have come from any one 
of these places, could have been 
murdered anywhere and her 
body dumped where jt was 
found. 

After six months had elapsed, 
the matter was pigeon-holed 
but not closed; one detective, 
Sergeant Mackenzie, still had 
the case open on his books and 
held the only link between the 
woman and identification: a dry 
npumber—J ¥ -8370-DZ. 


The number was circulated to 
every police station throughout 
Canada and the United States, 
but months and years passed 
without anyone coming forward 
to identify the murdered wom- 
an. 


Mackenzie had not written 
the case off as hopeless; wher- 
ever he went he visited laun- 
dries and dry cleaners in the 
hope that one day he would 
find one which would recognize 
the number. 


Four years and five months 
later, he was in Miami, Florida, 
on a short holiday. But even 
though on holiday, he could not 
pass\a laundry without showing 
the number. And ‘there it was 
that the long trail came drama- 
tically to its end. He walked 
into a Jaundry one day, intro- . 
duced himself and presented the 
card bearing the fatal number. 

The manager identified it as 
one of his establishment's and 
soon afterwards the detective 
was looking at the number, 
written mn the company’s boos 
almost five years before and 
adjoining it a brief description 
of the article and the owncr’s 
name and address. The number 
had been allocated to a ®omin 
named Iris Dorothy O’Brien who 
had left the Miami district to 
go to live in Canada with her 
husband, 

Fortunately, the block of flats 
where the O’Briens had lived 
had a caretaker with a keen 
memory and he was able to de- 
scribe both the dead woman and 
her husband. 

O’Brien’s description was cir- 
culated in the U.S. and Canada. 
Two days later he was arrested 
in Montreal and when asked 
where his wife was, told a num- 
ber of conflicting stories. 

Eventually he admitted that he 
had killed his wife and removed 
all traces of identity. As she 
was an orphan without brothers 
or sisters the possibility of her 
ever being identified had been 
remote ... but for the diligence 
of a detective and the fatal 
Jaundry mark which sent 


O’Brien to prison for life.
